3. Since Ite e«tablia3unent« the Apparat hae eerered all ties with its 
orert parent orgaaieatlon, and eoneiderable attention has been devoted 
to perfecting and maintaining the eecurlty of the operation. Aa origizuatlly 
eoneelred, the Apparat woe to recruit a force of y^OOO pereose, oalnly In 
Weetem 8era>any, 3>ut an aaeeaaoent of the isporthnce of not disturbing 
current dlrlonatlc negotlatlose 3>etween the Alllee and’ the Tederal Hepublle 
led to a decision to limltlteaporarily the noepe of West Qarman paramilltei7 
preparations, pending e ti»e when West deraan paraallltary stay-behlnd 
aeaete can be developed in concert with an official iaetmaentality of the 
Bonn governaent. Although the need for large West German indigenous papir

4. Censletent with thoee pellclee, the Weat Si^rsian Aeaseat# of the 
Apparat are being reerfanltod end coneolldati^ into e hlghly-eompart- 
mented network that ie not to exceed a total strength of 500. To date, 

100 Meat Oeraan agante hawe been cleared and 39 i^lditlonal i^eet O^rasan 
Glearanca req^sta are pending. Seenre and cc»ipletaly Indigenous train- 
ing facllltlee h»re been developed in West Sermany. More than 3,000 
persons have been epotted in West (lermany, bat the majority of thesa 
will not be recmited until the outInreaM of hostilities. 

5. In last Germany, approxla?*tely 4S0 agents have been contacted 
sad organised t and an additional 1,700 hava been epotted for possible 
future recruitment. 7he Bast German portion of the Apparat has estab- 
lished secure oomsiUttioatloas channels, including border-cron sing arrange- 
ments for arms infiltration, and is dewel oping capabilities for caching 
operations in Bast Germany. 

6. Desplts the decision to limit the expansion of the Apparat in 
West Germany, It haa baeene evident that the Apparat noede a somewhat 
Increased budget in order to eafeguard its security and achieve its 
praaant objeotivssi 

a. Bxperlence has indicated that one cover business is not 
Bufficient in view of current security requirements. The plywood 
firm now used for cover purposoe can accossodata only a limited number 
of agents and cannot be used for the several echelons of the Apparat. 

Had the Apparat eontimied aa originally eoneeivi^, several additional 
cover establiahmente would have bean requiredi imder preaent conditione, 
purchase of at leact one additonal cover businesa appears essential. 

b. Salaries of ninet^'en persons were provided in the budget 
of rCWWl, Amendment So. 3. In practice this number of full time per- 
sonnel has not been ade<iuate. Amendment So. 3 prowlded for qumrtere 
and raticme for trainees but neglsEted provision for travel or subsis- 
tence mymente for tralneee with dependents. Additional fhnd« are there- 
fore required to meet these ex enees. 

c. Weither the original project nor the two subsequent araend- 
aents Pads any provision for the cost of organizational work inside 
laBt Germany, since this area now has priority, additional funds are 
urgently needed to purchase operational houalBg, pay agent salaries, and 
Beet the 6X3>onBes of documenting, spotting, and recruiting new personnel. 
Provislcn must also be made for training obligations, disposal costs,
